SENATOR NEWLANDS INCORPORATION LAW 


T 


HE plan propoeed by Senator Newlands for a set- 


tlement of the railroad question In the United States 


as outlined In the article from this pen In the North Amer- 
ican Review and which was reproduced In yesterday's 
Journal, should be reed and studied by every citizen who 
H Interested In the greatest problem which now confronts 
the American people. 
So Intimate Is the conectlon be- 


tween monopoly and trasportatlon that no solution of the 
trust queetln is possible which does not take Into ac- 
count the association and relation that each bears to the 
other. 
Ones the railroads ore divorced from the great 


Industrial combinations which are the recipients of spec- 
ial favors in the way of rebates, the trust question will bo 
settled. 
, 
Senator Newland's plan of national incorporation pre- 


sents what seems to us the most feasible plan yet pro- 
posed. Indeed, so simple it its provisions that It is strange 
no one has hit upon the Idea before. The consolidation 
of railroads Is encouraged instead of being made Illegal 
as at present, with a view to merging the whole transpor- 
tation system of the country as nearly under one head or 
management as possible. All railroads will then be valued 
by the Interstate Commerce Commission and a capitali- 
sation permitted not exceeding such valuation. All rates 
will be revised until the annual return on the valuation 
shall not be less than 4 per .cent. This would guarantee 
an investment, second only to government bonds for se- 
curity and freedom from fluctuation in value. 


The plan further contemplates exemption from taxa- 


tion except a tax on gross receipts, the tax to be collected 
by the government and distributed among the states on 
some equitable basis. Practically the same results would 
be attained as under government ownership without the 
attendant evil of throwing an enormous number of men i n 
the political patronage roll, and at the same time Insure 
for the service the retention of the men who have brought 
the transportation facilities to surh a high state of effic- 
iency. 


A FIGHTING OCTOGENERIAN

O those who have followrd the career of Wm. M. Stew- 


art through nearly a half century In Nevada, the

and slipper, this remarkable man Is still seeking the ex- 
citements of the strenu-jus life which are the breath to 
his nostrils. He Is of the type of men who neither ru*t 
out nor wear out. Oppcmltlon to a cherished project only 
serves to whet his appetite for conflict. 


Deprive*! of th»» opportunity of exercising his love of 


battle In the field of politics the venerable warrior has 
turned his attention to the unconquered desert as a foe 
worthy of his *tee!. At the ripe old age of seventy-eight 
the virility when has characterized his whole career re- 
mains undimlnished. "With him to desire Is to enecute. 
No one knows this better than those who have be* n pit- 
ted against him in the political arena. When confronted 
with situations and a hostile constituency that would have 
caused the ordinary man to retire dismayed and disheart- 
ened, this hoary headed fighter buckled on an armor that 
rendered him Impervious and Indifferent to abuse and 
even ostracism and fought his opponents to the last ditch 
nnd 'generally to victory. It is not the purpose of this 
comment to deal with the methods used in accomplishing 
his purposes, perhaps they were generally as clean as thos* 
used by his enemies In the endeavor to thwart him In his 
ambitions. 
However that may be one cannot withhold 


the admiration due to a courageous man, be that courage 
of the moral of physical variety. Stewart possesses both. 


Even his most bitter opponents wll join in a tribute of 


admiration for a born fighter, whom age cannot deter nor 
hardship intimidate. Truly, it is a wonderful picture, to 
see this aged Alexander sighing for new worlds to con- 
quer.

TROUBLE AHEAD FOR. ROOSEVELT 


A 


CCORDING to William J. Bryan, the course which 


President Roosevelt has marked out for himself is 


one beset with many difficulties, not the least of which 
will be the charge of Ingratitude that will be made against 
him by those who contributed so largely to the campaign 
fund in the last two presidential elections. 


The railway magnates, the trust magnate* and the tar- 


iff magnates will Insist that he owes hi* position to their 
efforts and contributions to the Republican party, and he 
will be asked if he Intends to repay them with hostile 
legislation. 


But this is not the hardest question, for In answering 


this question his sense of duty might enable him to answer 
In the affirmative. But what will he Bay when they show 
him that an attempt to,pass Effective legislation will di- 
vide his party? They will point to his enormous majority 
and ask whether he will risk the conversion of that great 
majority Into a minority by dividing the Republican party 
Into factions and arraying these factions against each 
other. They will mildly suggest that his platform did not 
pledge him to a war upon the railroads, upon the trusts 
or upon the protective tariff. They may Intimate that he 
is adopting Democratic theories after the Democratic par- 
ty was overwhelmingly defeated. They may even inquire 
of him whether his courage would not have been more 
severely tested had he inaugurated, before the last Repub- 
lican national convention, or before the election, the re- 
forms that have been developed since the polls closed.
